THE  COMMONWEALTH. 


A Voice  from  the  Northwest. 


The  following  address  prooar©#  by 
a committee  appointed  by  the  consena- 
citizen fj  of  Chicago,  Illinois.  They  give 
it  to  the  public  with  the  introduction  which 
precedes  it : 

AS  EAHNhoX  APPEAL  TO CHRISTIAN  AND 
‘ PATRIOTIC  MEN. 

[The  following  appeal  was  prepared  with  the 
purpose  and  intention  of  publishing  it  over  the 
* names  of  its  authors,  ami  a few  who  concurred  in 
its  general  views  and  spirit.  Upon  redaction,  it 
.has  been  determined  to  tend  it  to  tho  country 
without  such  names  for  the  presont,  upon  the 
idea  that  the  suggestions  it  contains  had  best  bo 
considered  by  all  without  partiality  in  favor  of  it, 
for  the  sake  of  its  authors,  or  prejudice  against 
it,  from  prejudice  against  them.  It  must  speak 
its  own  voice,  and  secure  its  own  response  in  the 
hearts  of  all  true  men — and  God  favors  the 
right.] 

Great  occasions  and  extraordinary  perils  de- 
mand of  all  true  men  corresponding  action,  that 
such  an  occasion  and  -u ou  perils  are  now  upon 
American  Christians  and  patriots,  is  perfectly 
certain.  One  State— one  of  tho  original  Thir- 
teen—-ha**  solemnly  declared  hersolf  no  longer  a 
part  of  this  government,  and  r lauds  ready  to 
make  good  that  declaration  by  the  sword.  Five 
or  six  others  seetus  fast  treading  emulonsly  In 
her  footsteps.  Still  others  stand  up  and  inter- 
pose themselves  as  a barrier  between  them,  and 
every  exercise  of  po»vor  to  restrain  them  from 
their  chosen  course.  Thus,  star  by  star  declines 
from  that  grand  old  banner  which  Washington 
gave  to  the  breeze,  and  that  hath  ever  since  Hoat- 
ed  over  sea  and  land,  over  battle-field,  and  bloody 
deck,  and  peaceful  home,  the  glory  and  the  joy  of 
millions  ot  happy  people.  Do  Christian  men  and 
patriotic  men  approve  this  course  and  drift  of 
things?  And  if  not,  are  they  willing  to  keep  si- 
lence, and  allow  it  to  go  on,  by  their  implied  ac- 
quiescence, or  for  the  want  of  doing  what  they 
may  to  arrest  it?  This  question  rises  above  aii 
questions  of  mere  political  parties.  It  overmas- 
ter’ all  considerations  of  personal  case,  aud  ad- 
berauce  to  chosen  peaceful  pursuits,  or  sentiments 
of  modesty,  personal  or  professional,  w hich  often 
make  silent  the  wi.?cjt  and  most  potent  voices, 
while  idle  obatterors  and  blatant  demagogues  rule 
in  the  empire  of  public  speech.  We  who  now  and 
heroin  daro  to  speak  to  and  speak  lor  large,  and, 
wo  trust,  still  potent  classes  of  men,  have  asked 
no  hearing  upon  questions  of  personal  elevation 
to  office,  or  of  public  policy  in  commerce  and 
finance,  such  as  political  parties  have  heretofore 
differed  about,  and  ngitatod  their  own  adherents 
with.  But  when  the  country  we  lovo  stand-* 
shuddering  on  the  awful  chasm  of  national  ruin  ; 
when  wo  .^ee  all  the  high  and  great  interests  of 
the  Church  of  Christ  in  this  land  about  to  be 
plunged  into  Ibc'e&me  abyss,  the  bottom  of  which 
no  human  vision  can,  reach,  we  foel  not  only  justi- 
fied but  solemnly  called  by  duty  to  our  coun- 
try, to  humanity  and  to  God,  to  lift  our  voice  and 
' appeal  to  our  fellow  Christians  and  our  fellow-citi- 
zens, and  ask  whether  all  this  is  right  and  cf  dww- 
aity  to  be,  and  by  their  procurement  or  silout  ap- 
probation, or  inert  acquiescence,  or  whether  the 
highest  Christian  principles  do  uot  demand,  that 
these  troubles  be  settled,  and  afford  also  the  true 
and  certain  method  of  settlement.  And  whether 
they  will  not  demand,  as  Christian  citizens,  that 
this  country  be  put  again  upon  her  high  and  be- 
neficent career,  as  our  still  one,  peaceful,  united 
country  ? Herein  is  our  justification  for  asking  to 
be  heard  at  all. 

We  first  address  ourselves  to  our  Christian 
brethren  and  to  our  fellow  oitizoc?  of  the  great 
North,  and  especially  of  the  great  Northwest,  in 
the  bosom  of  which  God  ha?  cast  our  labors  and 
our  lot.  W <3  say,  then,  thut  we  do  not  believe 
that  you  desire  or  intend  that  the  government  of 
this  country  should  be  carried  on  Jo  such  a spirit, 
or  on  such  principles  as  to  render  it  impossible  for 
those  who  have  hitherto  borne  their  part  in  the 
history  of  the  country,  whose  glory  in  statesman- 
ship! ia  eloquence,  in  philanthropy  and  arms,  is  a 
part  of  our  glory,  shall  be  no  able  to  maintain 
their  Union  with  us  on  terms  that  will  he  just  and 
honorable  in  their  own  estimation.  We  do  not 
believe  that  you  desire  to  maintain  the  Union 
. with  them,  and  to  insist  on  thoir  maintaining  the 
Union  with  you  on  terms  that  would  he  deroga 
tory  to  your  own  honor  and  self-respect  if  you 
were  in  their  place.  They  are  as  sensitive  as 
yourselves  to  respectful  consideration  from  those 
with  whom  they  arc  associated.  The  original 
status  of  citizens  and  States  in  the  Union  our 
fathers  made  was  that  cf  absolute  equality,  not 
only  in  political  rights,  but  oourteou?  and  re- 
spectful consideration  and  treatment.  From 
pirty,  politicians,  and  platforms,  and  partisan 
editors,  we  appeal  to  your  Christian  conscience 
and  charitable  and  manly  instincts,  to  say  wheth- 
er you  will  cling  to  a union  with  those  whom  you 
regard  or  treat  as  morally  your  inferiors,  wheth- 
er you  will  insist  on  thoir  remaining  in  close 
amity  with  you  after  you  have  rendered  it  imp** 
rible  by  pretensions  of  lofty  superiority  anj  in- 
sulting denunciations,  for  them  to  like  or  bear 
you  company?  If  they  are  barbarians  and  mere 
ruffians,  you  ought  to  sever  your  connection  with 
them.  If  you  speak  to  them,  and  speak  of  them; 
if  you  regard  aud  treat  them  as  ruffians  and  infa- 
mous, then  it  is  certain  they  will  not  abide  with 
you.  .Vo  principle#  of  Christianity  vr  patriotism 
require  you  to  Jo  either.  Eoeru  prittciple  of  Chris- 
tianity and  true  manliness  and  patriotism  requires 
you  to  Jo  otherwise,  and  to  resist  every  out  xeho 
would  do  otherwise. 

It  is  manifest  that  the  present  appalling  perils 
that  are  actually  now  falling  upon  u.«  as  a confed- 
erated people,  come  Dot  merely  of  the  existence  of 
ala  very  in  the  country.  That  existence  i?  a fen 
dating  far  back  of  the  lifetime  of  any  living  mar; 
jar  back  of  the  independence  of  the  nation  itself, 
i-nd  of  tho  Federal  Union  under  the  Constitution. 
It  was  a fact  at  the  time  of  each  of  these  great 
events — it  is  a fact  which  has  borne  company  with 
progress  of  the  Union  aloug  all  its  peaceful,  glo- 
rious career  to  this  time,  nud  it  is  a fact  which  will 
survive  the  Union  and  the  Constitution,  if  they 
are  now  to  be  destroyed. 

It  is  further  certain  that  these  threatenings 
come  not  of  the  fact  that  there  have  been  all  the 
way  down— are  now — State*  and  section*  in  which 
slavery  has  no  existence.  This  wan  30  when  the 
Union  and  the  Constitution  were  formed,  und  has 
been  so  always  rince.  The  Union  and  the  Con- 
stitution were  formed  by  and  for  both  slavehold- 
ing and  free  States,  and  together  they  have 
marched  on  tbeir  prosperous  career. 

Nor  do  they  come  of  the  fact  that  there  are 
many  woo  are  opposed  to  slavery  as  a domestic 
and  political  institution,  which  they  have  accord- 
ingly excluded  from  tbeir  own  oommonwealthe, 
and  desired  to  exclude  from  the  heritage  of  their 
children.  Tbb  too  has  been  the  case  at  every 
step  and  decisive  development  of  our  national 
career.  And  yet  we  have  goue  on  together, 
through  peace  aud  through  war — one  in  name  and 
one  in  heart.  Nor  docs  it  come  of  the  fact  that 
that  there  have  been  tlioso  in  the  South,  or  wher- 
ever slavery  existed,  who  believed  that  it  was  a 
good  thing — a beneficent  institution — or  that  it 
was  the  best  relation  iu  which  the  two  races,  when 
thrown  inextricably  togetbor,  could  exist  for  the 
time,  or  that  it  ought  to  bo  carefully  guarded  and 
perpetuated  for  any  reasons.  This,  too,  has  al- 
ways been  a fact,  since  the  first  legal  foothold  was 
secured  lor  it  on  the  continent  under  the  shadow 
of  the  English  constitution. 

But  the  perilous  trouble?  a iniuly  come  of  the 
neto  reason#  for  opposition  to  slavery  invented  by 
abolitionism ; out  of  the  new  spirit  created  and 
diffused  by  the  propagation  of  these  reasons,  and 
out  of  the  apprehensions  awakened  in  the  South 
by  the  spread  of  these  views  and  this  spirit.  They 
have  felt  these  reasons  to  be  insulting  to  them— 
they  have  found  this  spirit  a malignant,  and  inter- 
meddling, a dictatorial,  a treacherous  and  danger- 
ous spirit.  They  have  .<een  its  progress  among  us 
at  the  North,  destroying  reverence  for  divine  and 
human  law,  separating  chief  friends,  under  tbe 
guise  of  extraordinary  piety,  entering  churches 
and  filling  them  with  wrath  and  clamor,  and  all 
evil  speaking  and  bitterness.  They  have  seen  it 
entering  the  halls  of  Congress  and  inflaming  every 
passion,  and  making  the  old  terms  of  legislative 
intercourse  and  bearing  impossible.  They  have 
felt  it  in  social  intercourse  when  they  have  come 
to  visit  the  home  of  their  kindred,  or  for  education 
or  pleasure,  in  the  bitter  denunciation  of  the  sting- 
ing insult.  They  have  felt  it  in  thoir  own  distant 
homes,  making  the  night  anxious  and  the  aaared 


caeUe  of  the  citizen  insecure.  Tboy  bare  felt  it  j 
in  seeing  their  attempts  to  do  a maul  j and  Cbri*-  1 
tian  part  by  their  bondmen  and  doper dopta 
thwarted;  they  have  been  nwakencd  to  it  by  mid- 
night burning*  and  slaughter?.  They  *aw  it  ally 
i troll  with  a great  political  party,  and  assume  to  j 
speak  lor  and  commit  that  party,  a^d  in  tho  tri- 
umph of  that  party  they  thought  they  #ruc  the  tri- 
umph of  this  spirit  of  abolitionism.  They  heard 
it*  shouts  and  jubilee  at  tho  result,  and  judged 
that  a majority  of  the  people  of  the  North  had  in- 
stalled an  administration  to  carry  on  the  govern- 
ment, and  administer  the  constitution  in  tho  inter- 
est and  settee  of  abolition.  It  they  are  right  in  this 
judgment  of  the  causes  end  issues  of  tuo  la*t 
Presidential  election,  it  i?  perfectly  useless  to  at- 
tempt to  preserve  the  Union — to  try  to  prevent 
tho  very  last  slave  :»tate  from  lollowing  South 
Carolina.  If  they  are  mistaken  in  ttiat  judgment, 
then  the  salvation  of  the  Union  depend?  upou 
their  being  speedily  convinced  of  their  mistake— 
that  tho  great  and  triumphant  party  which  elected  ■ 
the  President  did  not  vote  abolition  when  they 
voted  for  Lincoln— that  they  do  not  mean  now  to  ; 
install  that  fell  spirit  in  the  seat  of  fedoral  power.  ! 
If  ft  majority  of  the  oitisenaof  the  fr#e  States  have  j 
been  really  won  to  abolitionism,  the  Uoi©u  it  irn- 1 
possible.  If  the  South  are  inode  to  settle  down  I 
into  the  belief  that  they  are,  tbe  Union  cannot 
survive  a year —coo  never  be  reconstructed  alter 
being  now  overthrown.  No  man  who  know*  an)  - 
thing  of  theoharacter  and  temper  of  the  southern 
people  *caa  for  an  instant  deny  one  ol  these  propo- 
sitions. 

We  believe  that  the  South  have  formed  awe- 
taken  judgment  on  the  character  and  issues  of  the 
late  national  eleotion.  We  believe  that  now  there 
is  practically  presontod  a tost  by  which  that  fact 
can  be  demonstrated  to  them  it  it  be  so.  It  our 
father?  were  right  in  thoir  views  and  treatment  of 
slavery  as  matter  of  legislative  and  national  man- 
agement, then  it  Is  matter  for  mutual  adjustment, 
conciliation  and  compromise.  It  is  a thing  about 
which  all  tho  gentle  charities  of  Christian  cour  tesy 
ahd  forbearance  may  be,  ought  to  be  exercised, 
the  best  don4  that  on  the  whole  can  be  done  in 
accordance  with  other  great  interests,  and  then 
the  future  committed  to  God  in  tbe  spirit  of 
brethren.  If  they  were  right  in  tbeir  way  of 
dealing  with  the  complicated  subject,  then  every 
existing  difficulty  may  now  be  settled  peacefully, 
fraternally,  and  according  to  the  principles  of  tbe 
Bibie,  without  the  shedding  of  one  drop  of  blood, 
or  the  blotting  of  one  star  from  that  radiant  gal- 
axy dn  the  deep  azure  of  our  national  ensign. 
Christian. s nevei  refuse  to  conciliate—  never  need 
be  dictatorial,  denunciatory,  unable  to  wait.  Fa- 
naticism cannot  wait.  It  is  always  infallibly  right. 
It  caunot  beAr  opposition — question — delay.  I! 
God’s  law  is  imperfect  it  must  be  amended  to  suit 
tbe  spirit  of  the  lime*.  If  God’s  providence  is  too 
slow  it  must  be  quickened.  Therefore,  it  blazons 
on  its  flag — no  backward  step — no  acoossion — no 
compromise  ; and  such  sayings  as  assume  that  it 
is  ouly’right  and  moderate  and  wise,  and  bid?  the 
carnival  of  death  go  on.  When  the  two  motbors 
stood  before  the  King  of  Israel  to  demand  the 
same  child,  and  wtyeu  by  tbe  order  of  tbe  wise 
king  the  sword  was  brought  to  divido  the  child 
between  them,  we  know  which  one  said  divide  tho 
child — which  one  said,  let  her  have  it,  rather  thau 
the  child  should  be  slain.  We  know  how  ibe  true* 
mother’3  heart  spoke  out  there.  80  will  the  true 
Christian  and  patriot’s  heart  <peak,now  that  tbe 
sword  is  gleamiug  te  sunder  this  Union,  and  give 
to  each  her  share,  if  ••’he,  if  both,  insist  upon  it. 

Wc  say,  then,  that  this  U tho  practical  certain 
test  presented,  and  on  the  side  of  Christian  for- 
bearance and  conciliation  will  ali  true  Christian 
men  and  patriots  rank  themselves,  and  if  they  are 
overborne  by  a vehement,  remorseless,  reckless 
majority,  tbcu  tbe  day  of  our  doom  ha?  indeed 
couio,and  God  has  done  with  our  nation.  The 
eyes  of  this  generation  will  see  it  laid  in  tbe 
bloody  grave  dug  for  it  by  fanatical,  atheistical 
bunds. 

Wc  believe  that  tbero  is  nothing  at  Issue  in 
these  trouble?  that  would  forbid  an  amicable  and 
lasting  settlement,  in  a Christian  spirit,  and  on 
the  principle?  laid  down  in  the  Now  Testament. 
Wc  fear  that  no  such  /ettlemeut  will  be  Touched  ia 
time,  unless  tue  matter  bo  practically  taken  out 
of  the  hands  of  those  committed,  bv  pride  and 
fal?e  principle,  to  carry  through  tbe  battle.  We 
believe  further,  that  the  great,  tbe  overwhelming 
mass  of  ail  fair-minded  men  In  tbe  North,  are  in 
favor  of  such  fraternal  settlement,  and  that  they 
ought  to  rise  up  in  the  might  of  earnest  God-fear- 
ing men  and  demand  it,  and  cav.se  it  to  be  re- 
spected. Is  it  too  much  to  ask  of  such  that  they 
take  some  speedy  and  effectual  way  nf  making 
themselves  heard? 

It  is  perfectly  certain  that  Southern  people  in- 
tend to  control  and  dispose  of  the  whole  matter  of 
slavery  for  themselves — that  they  will  do  it  in  the 
Union  sad  greatly  to  our  advantage  and  their 
own,  or  they  will  do  it  out  of  the  Union,  certain- 
ly, greatly  to  our  injury,  perhaps  to  the  ruin  of 
both.  It  is  certain,  also,  that  the  Union  which 
the  Fathers  formed  aocordod  to  them  this  right  in 
full  faith  and  measure—  that  it  never  could  have 
been  formed  at  all  otherwise.  Tho.«e  gr^at  and 
heroic  men  made  it  no  ground  of  denunciation,  of 
suspicion  or  insult.  They  maj  claim  too  much 
in  tnc  way  of  carrying  out  this  original  compact, 
but  thi*  is  only  one  extreme  begetung  it*  oppo- 
site. The  party  that  bus  the  mo»t  good  sense 
and  Christian  prudence,  is  tbe  one  that  can  always 
be  first  and  farthest  in  conciliation  and  conces- 
sion. 

Turning  now  to  our  Christian  brethren  and  fel- 
low-oitizcns  of  the  South,  we  address  them  on  the 
same  Christian  and  fraternal  principles,  on  which 
w*  have  essayed  to  speak  to  and  tor  our  neigh- 
bor*. We  know  enou  h of  the  great  body  of 
Christian  and  fair-minded  men,  both  North  and 
South,  to  know  that  they  ar*  much  nearer  togeth- 
er In  all  the  essential  points  of  the  controversy 
than  either  can  readily  believe,  and  that  if  they 
cduld  be  brought  fairly  together,  without  preju- 
dice and  misunderstanding,  they  could  easily  and 
justly  settle  the  whole  difficulty,  and  cement 
closer  the  bonds  of  ancient  amity.  We  believe, 
further  that  a comparatively  small  minority  at 
the  North  have  beeu  taken  by  tho  South  as  the 
exponents  of  Northern  opinion  and  purpose,  and 
that  the  judgment  so  generally  adopted  and  acted 
upon,  in  regard  to  the  views  and  purposes  of  the 
great  mass  of  the  party  lately  triumphant  in  the 
Presidential  election,  is  a thoroughly  mistaken  one 
— and  doubly  so  when  applied  to  the  whole  people 
of  the  North.  We  believe  that  a large  majority  of 
that  party  are  profoundly  astonished  at  the judg- 
1 meat  thus  formed  of  the  moaning  of  thoir  votes, 

I and  deeply  grioved  at  tho  precipitancy  with 
which  disastrous  action  is  predicated  on  that  judg- 
ment. This  we  think  ie  proved  by  the  declara- 
tions of  the  conservative  men  of  the  party  during 
the  progress  of  the  canvass,  which  were  not  gen- 
erally made  known  at  the  South,  and  demonstra- 
ted by  the  manifest  recoil  of  the  public  mind 
from  tbe  results,  witnessed  everywhere  that  there 
I has  beou  an  opportunity— except  in  the  violent 
j ''lass,  that  were  loudest  and  most  bitter  before, 
j The  manifestations  of  this  recoil  have  been 
! strongest,  perhaps,  in  Massachusetts  itself — siui- 
j ply  because  more  decisive  opportunity  has  boeu 
i afforded — but  also  apparent  in  Pennsylvania  aud 
I other  States  of  the  North.  And  We  believe  tbe 
, reaction  will  go  on  with  increasing  power,  as  the 
i results  become  more  and  more  apparent  to  those 
who  must  be  unwillingly  convinced. 

Now,  may  we  not  appeal  to  your  Christian  fair- 
ness and  prudence,  whether  you  ought  not  to  in- 
sist ou  deliberation,  whether  you  ought  to  con- 
sent to  put  in  peril  all  the  great  interests  of  a 
common  church  and  a common  country,  until  it  is 
clearly  demonstrated  that  there  is  no  alternative 
left  you,  in  your  duty  to  both.  Is  it  just  and  fair 
thus  lo  deal  with  friends,  even  under  the  insults 
and  denunciations  and  clamors  of  those  you  re- 
gard as  enemies? 

A few  days  since,  a frind  of  Uiioe, 
walking  down  town,  flaw  a little  boy  pinch- 
, ing  hie  younger  brother,  who  was  crying 
; bitterly. 

I “ Why,  my  boy,”  said  she,  to  the  young 
tormentor,  “don’t  you  know  you  are  doing 
very  wrong?  What  would  you  do  if  you 
should  kill  your  brother?" 

“Why,"  he  replied,  “of course  I should 
put  on  my  new  black  pants  and  go  to  the  fu- 
neral ! "

The  Elmira  Press  relates  a story,  to  tbe 
following  effect :

They  were  to  “be  shure  and  mark 
the  Dolars  on  that  is  tbe  main  Point  mark 
on  one  corner  Plain  figers  five  hundred  and 
fifty  Dolars."  and  this,  passing  through  the 
hands  of  the  Judge — express  agent — would 
make  his  “plan  work  to  a frackshun.  And 
it  w ili  be  like  a lectric  shock  on  Lim  he  will 
then  think  of  corse  that  I am  a Man  of  some 
concern  he  will  think  I axn  a fine  Match  for 

his ,and  then  the  cost  ia  clear  for  Me  and 

before  Spring  1 will  be  worth  at  least  five 
thousand  Dolars." 

The  plan,  however,  was  not  destined  to 
work  to  a “frackshun."  but  was  fractured  at 
the  outset.  And  ali  concerned  doubtless  felt 
rather  foolish. 


From  Washington. 

Washington,  Jan.  2. — An  earnest  address 
to  the  peoj^le  of  the  United  State.*  is  prepar- 
ed, recommending  them  to  rally  to  com  pro- 
mise on  the  basis  of  the  propositions  of  Sen- 
ators Crittenden  and  Bigler,  already  signed 
by  a number  of  Senators  and  Representa- 
tives. 

The  most  intimate  friends  of  the  Presi- 
dent say  his  present  determination  is  not  to 
remand  Major  Anderson  back  to  Fort  Moul- 
trie. 

The  report  that  troops  have  been  sent  to 
Charleston  has  created  great  indignation 
among  Southerners.  If  any  orders  for  such 
movement  have  been  given  they  were  re- 
voked. 

The  sloop  of  war  Brooklyn,  is  at  Norfolk, 
officered  and  manned  for  any  emergency. 
According  to  the  present  programme,  the 
President  s message  embracing  the  proposi- 
tions of  the  South  Carolina  Commissioners, 
will  be  sent  lo  the  House,  and  will  probably 
be  tabled. 

The  Deputy  Sergeant-at-Arms  is  now  in 
New  York  summoning  witnesses  in  the 
Bailey  case.  Russell  will  be  bailed  today. 

It  is  not  true  as  has  been  reported  that  the 
Committee  of  Thirty-three  have  accepted 
Mr.  Crittenden's  proposition,  but  some  of 
the  members  are  yet  hopeful  that  they  may 
arrive  at  some  general  agreement. 

New’ York,  Jan.  2. — The  Washington  dis- 
patch to  the  Times  says  that  a high  author- 
ity announces  that  tbe  policy  of  the  Admin- 
istration toward  the  Secessionists  has  changed 
entirely;  henceforth  it  will  be  conciliatory, 
but  firm,  in  the  execution  of  the  laws. 

Tbe  sloop  of-war  Brooklyn,  and  another 
vessel,  at  Norfolk,  were  ordered  to  be  in  read- 
iness for  immediate  departure  to  Charleston.

AVords. 

“Occasional,"  writing  from  Washington  to 
the  Philadelphia  Pres*,  says: 

Caleb  Cushing,  Ex-United  States  Attorney 
General,  candidate  for  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  now  named  for  the  vacancy  occasioned 
by  the  resignation  of  General  Cass,  is  ex- 
pected to  reach  Washington  to-day.  Helms* 
been  the  mod  industrious  assistant  of  the 
Southern  conspirators,  for  tbe  last  six  months 
iu  the  Northern  States.  Through  his  tnal  ad- 
ministration ot  the  Charleston  Convention, 
and  his  retirement  from  the  chair  of  the 
Baltimore  Convention,  he  chiefly  aided  to 
plunge  the  Democratic  party  into  disaster. 
I desire  to  call  the  attention  of  Caleb  Cush- 
ing to  a celebrated  malediction  from  the  pen 
Of  a great  American  orator — a malediction 
leveled  at  all  men,  who,  at  any  moment  of 
madness  or  passion,  inspired  either  by  mer- 
cenary motives  or  by  a desire  to  propitiate 
the  tyrants  of  the  old  world,  animated  by  a 
purpose  of  revenge  or  of  rebellion,  misled  by 
theories  or  purchased  by  a lust  of  oflice, 
might  breathe  an  irreverent  thought  against 
the  Union,  or  plot  its  downfall.

thunder;  wherever  man  is  honored  or  wo- 
man loved;  there,  from  thenceforth  and  for- 
ever. shall  there  be  to  him  no  part  or  lot  in 
the  honor  of  man  or  the  love  of  woman. 
Ixion’s  revolving  wheel,  the  overmantling 
cup  at  which  Tantalus  may  not  slake  his  un- 
quenchable thirst,  the  insatiable  vulture 
gnawing  at  the  immortal  heart  of  Prome- 
theus, the  rebel  giants  writhing  in  the  volcanic 
fires  of  viitna,  are  but  faint  types  of  his 
doom." 

When  Mr.  Cushing  reaches  Washington  I 
hope  he  will  read  the  above,  and  if  he  de 
sires  tbe  name  of  the  author  1 will  give  ittc 
him.  It  is  from  his  own  p>en  and  his  own 
tongue,  and  was  spoken  in  the  House  of 
Representatives  in  1?SC.  I copy  it  from  the

Affecting  Suicide — A Mother  Poisons  her 
Child  mid  Commits  Suicide — A Family 
of  Four  Hurried  in  Twelve  Days. 

The  Manchester  (N.  H.)  papers  of  Satur- 
day evening  contain  the  following  account  of 
a distressing  affair  in  that  city  : 

At  half  past  ten  o'clock  this  forenoon  Mrs. 
John  L.  hitch  and  her  little  girl  only  four 
years  old,  and  her  only  remaining  child, 
were  found  dead  on  the  bed,  where  they  lived 
on  Hanover  street.  Their  bodies  were  warm, 
but  life  was  extinct  when  Dr.  Neison  arrived, 
who  was  the  first  sent  for.  An  ounce  bottle 
that  had  had  in  it  prussic  acid  was  found 
nearly  empty  near  by.  She  had  given  it  to 
her  daughter,  and  then  took  it  herself.  She 
was  found  lying  across  her  child.  It  is  one 
of  the  saddest  affairs  in  our  recollection.  On 
the  10th  of  this  month  John  L.  Fitch,  a well 
known  lawyer  here,  her  husband,  died  of 
lung  fever,  leaving  a wife  and  two  little  girls. 
The  eldest  daughter,  five  years  old,  fell,  on 
the  14th  inst,  and  hurt  her  head  alittle,  and 
died  in  a few  hours  after,  expressing  a wish 
to  go  to  Heaven  and  see  her  father.  This 
doubleaffliction  wastoo  much  for  Mrs.  Fitch, 
and  it  has  been  currently  reported  that  she 
was  out  of  her  head,  though  her  friends  saw 
no  reason  to  think  so. 

She  has  not  been  left  alone  till  this  morn- 
ing since  her  husband's  death.  To-day  she 
was  io  move  to  the  residence  of  her  brother- 
in-law,  Hon.  Geo.  W.  Morrison,  to  spend  tbe 
winter.  She  expressed  a willingness  to  go 
there,  but  replied,  "How  much  better  it 
would  be  to  go  to  Heaven  7'  Mrs.  Fitch 
was  thirty-one  years  old;  her  maiden  name 
was  Elizabeth  kogers,  and  she  belonged  in 
Bradford,  Vl

A Finnucinl  View  of  Secession. 

South  Carolina,  it  seems,  is  at  the  end  of 
her  rope.  She  ha?  carried  out  her  threat 
and  seceded.  She  has  set  up  housekeeping 
for  herself,  and  a pretty  mess  she  makes  oi 
it.  Her  great  trouble  ia  a lack  of  money. 
She  finds  no  difficulty  in  settling  the  great 
problem  of  self-government.  She  can  make 
a constitution  for  the  government  of  Jthe 
Southern  Confederacy,  to  be  composed  of 
States  which  she  proposes  to  "drag”  after 
her,  but  she  cannot  devise  way3  and  means 
of  meeting  the  expenses  of  a standing  army 
and  a list  of  high-salaried  civil  officeholders 
She  has  now  ordered  a forced  loan,  which 
will  amount  to  a tax  of  thirty-thru  dollars 
upon  every  tax-payer  within  her  borders 
Thi3  will  last  her  about  a month,  when  she 
will  either  have  to  break  or  force  anothei 
loan.  Hence  her  great  baste  to  "drag” 
Kentucky  and  other  border  slave  States  into 
the  secession  movement.  She  wants  theii 
money  for  the  support  of  her  aristocratic 
snobs  in  office. 

We  will  suppo.se,  for  the  sake  of  argument, 
that  Kentucky  hns  " suhinissionists"  enough 
within  her  [iniits  to  submit  to  being  “drag- 
ged” at  the  tail  of  South  Carolina.  How 
would  the  change  affect  our  prosperity  finan 
daily  ? The  cost  of  supporting  an  army  .si 
all  adequate  for  our  defense,  and  of  keeping 
np  the  civil  list,  would  he  enormous.  It  if 
safe  to  say,  that  a poll  tax  of  at  least  forty 
dollars  per  annum  would  be  levied  upoi 
every  white  male  citizen  of  legal  age,  and 
this  in  addition  to  other  necessary  and  ordi 
nary  taxes  upon  property.  The  Constitution 
of  the  Southern  Confederacy  will  require  r 
property  qualification  for  voters,  similar  tc 
the  one  South  Carolina  has  always  had.  T< 
qualify  one  for  holding  office,  he  must  be 
rich,  and  the  higher  the  office,  tbe  richer  hi 
must  be.  The  poor  man  will  be  disqualified, 
not  only  for  holding  office,  but  he  will  not  bt 
permitted  tbe  poor  privilege  of  voting  for  lib 
rich  neighbor,  unless  he  (the  poor  man)  ha; 
property  enough  to  come  up  to  the  Soutl 
Carolina  idea  of  what  constitutes  a freeman 
Although  the  South  Carolina  snobs  regard 
poverty  as  a crime,  they  graciously  allow 
and  compelfa  poor  man  to  pay  his  head  tax 
be  he  never  so  poor.  The  condition  of  pool 
men  in  the  Southern  Confederacy  will  be  like 
that  of  the  serfs  in  Russia,  and  worse  thar 
that  of  the  slaves  in  this:  while  the  slave 
will  have  fully  as  many  political  privilege; 
as  the  poor  man,  he  will  be  supported  by  hi; 
master,  and  exempt  from  paying  tasef 
What  a paradise  for  honest  poverty  ! 

In  connection  with  this  view  of  the  matter 

we  desire  the  reader  to  call  to  mind  ever} 
disunionist  within  his  knowledge,  and  set 
wbat  proportion  of  the  cumber  could  vote 
under  the  South  Carolina  Constitution,  oi 
under  a Constitution  ouch  as  will  be  adopte* 
for  the  Government  of  the  new  Confederacy, 
if  there  ever  is  one.  Is  it  not  an  admitted 
fact  that  the  most  of  the  men  who  are  mak- 
ing all  this  fuss  about  sccission,  are  men  of 
little  or  no  pro)  e tv  ? How  many  of  all  the 
men  in  Kentucky  who  desire  to  follow  in  the 
wake  of  South  Carolina,  bi cause  the  Souu 
loses  negroes,  hsve  negroes  themselves  tc 
lose?  We  don't  blame  them  for  that,  bu 
we  do  blan  e them  for  getting  so  excited  ove 
other  people’s  business.  Because  the  pec 
pie  of  the  South  lose  many  slaves  per  an 
cum  through  the  efforts  of  northern  fana- 
tics, southern  fanatics  would  have  the  slave 
holder  relinquish  what  protection'  he  now 
has  to  his  property,  and  rush  headlong  intc 
a state  of  anarchy.  Grant  that  we  have  not 
adequate  protection  to  slave  property  now 
No  man  has  demonstrated,  and  no  man  cai 
demonstrate,  that  we  should  have  any  pro- 
tection at  all  one  moment  after  the  breaking 
up  of  this  Union. 

Kentuckians,  this  is  a serious,  pract:cal 
matter,  and  it  deserves  your  candid  rejec- 
tion. There  is  no  use  in  getting  excite  i end 
biting  of!  your  own  noses.  If  you  cannot  do 
exactly  as  you  would  like  to  do,  do  the  best 
you  can  for  yourselves.  Above  all,  hold  cn 
to  the  Union,  until  you  find  a.  better  place  to 
go  when  you  break  it  up.

A Scrap  of  Sonth  Carolina  History. 

The  New  York  'papers  are  resurrecting 
some  of  the  exploits  of  South  Carolina  chiv- 
alry during  the  Revolutionary  War.  It  ap- 
pears that  in  1780,  in  the  month  of  April, 
Gen.  Lincoln,  of  Massachusetts,  who  com- 
manded the  American  forces  at  Charleston, 
was  summoned  to  surrender  by  Sir  Henry 
Clinton,  the  British  General.  This  he  re- 
fused to  do.  On  the  St H May,  another  sum- 
mons from  Sir  Henry  brought  from  Lincoln 
an  oflor  of  terms,  which  was  rejected;  but 
the  militia  and  citizens  took  the  matter  in 
hand,  and,  only  three  days  afterward,  Geo. 
Lincoln  thus  addressed  Gen.  Clinton: 

To  his  Ecrccllenn/,  Sir  Henrtt  Clinton: 

“Sir:  The  same  motives  of  humanity 
which  inclined  you  to  propose  articles  of  ca- 
pitulation to  this  garrison,  induced  me  to 
offer  tli09e  1 had  the  honor  of  sending  you 
on  the  8th  instent.  They  then  appeared  to 
me  such  as  I might  proffer,  and  you  receive, 
with  honor  to  both  parties.  Your  excep- 
tions to  them,  as  they  principally  concerned 
the  militia  and  citizens,  I then  conceived 
were  such  as  could  not  be  concurred  with; 
but  a recent  application  from  these  people, 
wherein  they  express  a willingness  to  com- 
ply with  them,  and  a wish  on  my  part  to 
lessen,  as  much  as  may  be,  the  distress  of 
war  to  individuals,  lend  me  now  to  offer  you 
my  acceptance  of  them. 

I have  the  honor  to  be,  Ac.. 

B.  LINCOLN. 

Charleston.  May,  1780." 

By  the  terms  of  the  surrender,  the  Conti- 
nental troops  were  prisoners  of  war,  but 
“ those  people”  were  prisoners  on  parole. 

So  far  as  hostile  occupation  merely  is  con- 
cerned, it  may  be  said  that  Charleston  stood 
as  did  New  York  and  Boston;  but  neither 
Gage  nor  Clinton  could  have  written  from 
either  place,  after  one  month's  experience, 
such  a letter  as  this.

THE  VOICE  OF  THE  PEOPLE. 

Our  limited  space  renders  it  impossible  for 
us  to  give  entire  tbe  proceedings  of  tbe  im- 
mense public  meetings  which  are  now  being 
held  by  the  people  of  Kentucky.  The  fol- 
lowing are  some  of  the  resolutions  adopted 
on  the  2Gth  ult.,  by  a large  and  enthusiastic 
meeting  of  the  people  of  Henry  county: 

2.  That  as  tha  Federal  Constitution  is  the  su- 
premo law  of  the  land,  anything  in  the  State  laws 
or  constitutions  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding, 
and  is  a portion  of  the  constitution  of  each  State, 
and  as  the  officers  of  tha  several  State  govern- 
ments are  bound  by  their  official  oaths  to  sustain 
and  obey  it,  it  is  impossible  for  any  State  with- 
out an  amendment  of  tho  Constitution,  to  secede 
in  a legal  and  Constitutional  manner,  aud  be  re- 
leased from  its  oaths  of  allegianco  and  from  the 
laws,  treaties,  and  debt3  of  tho  United  States, 
which  are  binding  upon  every  State  and  every 
citizen,  and  therefore  nothing  can  justify  this  un- 
lawful secession  but  that  paramount  law  of  self- 
preservation  which  would  justify  even  homicide. 

3.  That  no  such  necessity  now  exis.s  B3  would 
justify,  in  the  eyes  of  the  world,  the  violation  oi 
our  allegiance  to  the  Cunsiitutiou  and  our  obliga- 
tions to  our  fellow-citizens  of  the  whole  country, 
and  that  w«  deem  it  unwise  aud  wrong  to  resort 
to  revolutionary  violence  upon  mere  apprehen- 
sions or  suspicions  of  what  may  or  may  not  here- 
after be  done  by  our  fellow-oitizens  of  the  north- 
ern States.  On  the  contrary,  we  believe  that 


in  tbe  secret  of  the  treasonable  plot  to  break 
up  the  Union,  and  we  have  no  doubt  that 
according  to  the  programme  laid  down  by 
plotters  of  treason,  the  editor  of  the  Yeoman 
is  correct.  But  we  have  very  serious  doubts 
as  to  the  ability  of  the  conspirators  in  exe- 
cuting their  nefarious  designs.  We  do  not 
believe  that  eight  States  will  be  out  of  this 
Union  bv  the  17th  inst.

June  4,  1780,”  says: 

“ With  the  greatest  pleasure,  I further  re- 
port to  your  lordship.  that  the  inhabitants 
jam  every  quarter  repair  to  the  detachments 
of  the  army,  and  to  this  garrison,  to  declare 
their  allegiance  to  the  king,  and  to  olier 
their  services  in  arms  in  support  of  his 
government.  In  many  instances  they  have 
brought  prisoner?  their  former  oppressor?  or 
‘eaders;  and  1 may  venture  to  assert  that 
here  are  few  men  in  South  Carolina  who* 
■re  not  either  our  prisoners  or  are  iu  arms 
with  us.” 

On  the  5th  of  June,  1780,  over  two  bun- 
ired  citizens  of  the  city  of  Charleston,  many 
of  them  the  linsal  ancestors  of  the  very 
raitors  who  are  now  makingall  this  disturb- 
ince,  signed  an  “ Humble  Address" — yes,  an 
humble  address , iu  which  they  implored.  Sir 
Henry  Clinton  and  Admiral  Arbuthnot  to 
consider  them  no  longer  as  prisoners  on  par- 
ole, but  to  readmit  them  to  the  character  and 
condition  of  British  subjects.  In  that  address, 
they  used  the  following  craven  language: 

“Although  the  right  of  taxi/ g America  in 
Parliament  excited  coravleroble  ferments  «>;  the 
minds  of  the  people  of  this  Province , yet  it  may, 
cith  a religious  adherence  to  truth,  be  affirmed, 
hat  they  did  r.ot  entertain  the  most  distant 
bought  of  dissolving  the  union  which  so  luippiiy 
vbsisted  between  them  and  their  par  end  counter, 
i r.d  when,  in  the  progress  of  the  fatal  contra- 
ersy.  the  doctrine  of  independence,  which  origi- 
ated  in  the  more  northern  Colonies,  made  its 
•ppearanct  among  vs,  ow  notat  e revolted  at  the 
dec,  a nd  we  look  bach  with  the  most  painful  re- 
gret on  those  convulsions  that  gave  existence  to  o 
power  of  subverting  a Constitution,  four  which 
we  always  had,  and  ever  shall  retain,  the  nest 
profound  verier  at  ion.  am’  substituting  in  its  stead 
* rank  Dcrrwcracy,  which,  however  carefully  di- 
/ested  in  theory,  on  being  reduced  into  practice, 
has  exhibited  a system  of  tyrannic  domination 
mly  to  le  found  among  the  uncivilized  port  of 
nankind,  or  in  the  history  of  the  dark  and  bar-bar- 
ius  agtsof  antiquity.''
